Senate Bill 38 8 (Ch apter 304,) a p ­ 
prov ed M arch 15, prov ides for sub­ 
mitting to popular v ote th e q uestion 
of calling a constitutional conv ention 
to meet at Indianapolis in Nov ember, 
19 15. 
If a conv ention is decided up­ 
on, delegates are to

All nominations sh all 
be by petition, and no political p arty 
sh all nominate delegates. 
Th ey sh all 
meet at th e h all of th e h ouse of rep­ 
resentativ es, be sworn, and enjoy th e 
same priv ilege and immunities in a t ­ 
tending upon th e conv ention as mem­ 
bers of th e general assembly . 
Th e 
conv ention sh all not remain in ses­ 
sion longer th an 18 0 day s, Sunday s: 
ex cepted. 
Th e conv ention sh all h av e' 
power to call a special election a t 
wh ich to submit th e q uestion 
of 
adopting or rejecting th e new Con­ 
stitution to be prepared by it. 
B ut 
if th e conv ention makes no such pro­ 
v isions, th e succeeding general a s ­ 
sembly 
sh all 
do so. 
Ballots

officers compensated as is now pro ­ 
v ided by law for general elections.

London, April 28.—Having gone into 
Scutari with the first 5,000 Montene­ 
grins, a correspondent telegraphs that 
the horrors of the war were every ­ 
where visible. 
Here were men who 
w’ere killed in the last assault on the 
mountain fortress, dry ing in the sun. 
Terrible odors horrified the scene. 
Tarakasch was practically impregna­ 
ble. If Essad Pasha had been furnish­ 
ed with food and ammunition It might 
have been defended indefinitely . 
“The siege was horrible in its ef­ 
fects,” say s the correspondent. 
“The 
faces of the children haunt me. They 
were starved and withered. 
Old men 
sat in the dust watching the conq uer­ 
ors with uncomprehending ey es. 
The 
bazaar was like a place of the dead. 
The shops were full at the beginning 
of the siege, but were gradually deplet­ 
ed until January , when the govern­ 
m ent commandeered every thing for 
the soldiers. The shops had been shut 
since February . 
The privations were 
terrible in the last weeks of the siege. 
The people were starving, hut pur­ 
chased whatever they could at famine 
prices. Bread at $1.25 a pound, which 
was made of sawdust and straw, was 
eaten toward the end. 
“The plight of the very poor people 
was fearful. 
Some of them ate grass 
and any filthy rubbish in order to fill 
their stomachs. 
Almost 300 died of 
starvation. There were 1,000 men sick 
and wounded in the garrison and just 
one day ‘s food was left before the sur­ 
render.”

ficial entry on April 25 said: 
“We 
have taken Scutari and nothing shall 
drive us out.”

Sacramento, Cal., April 28.—Sunday 
the Progressive leaders from both 
houses conferred with Governor John­ 
son and agreed that no action should 
be taken in regard to the conference 
today until Secretary of State Bry an 
arrived and ex pressed his wishes. 
It 
is said this action was taken in defer­ 
ence to the vigorous criticism of Dem­ 
ocrats in the legislature. 
W hen Mr. Bry an arrives today he 
will be m et by Governor Johnson and 
taken to the ex ecutive mansion, where 
his wishes in regard to a conference 
on the alien land legislation will be 
learned by the governor and will be 
communicated to both houses. 
The 
Democrats, although very sore over 
the governor’s actions, decided not to 
send any representative up the road 
to see Bry an. 
They will wait to sub­ 
mit their case until the secretary 
reaches here. 
It has been learned that President 
David Starr Jordan of Stanford univer­ 
sity has been summoned by Mr. Bry an 
to m eet him at Sacramento for a con­ 
ference on the alien land law bill. Dr. 
Jordan is on intim ate term s with Jap­ 
anese leaders, and he probably knows 
better than any other Californian the 
sentim ent of Japan toward this pro­ 
posed bill. 
The Democrats here are thoroughly 
wrought up over Governor Johnson’s 
plans to capture Bry an and discuss the 
whole q uestion in a conference which 
will be strictly Bull Moose, without 
any Democratic tincture. 
A story is going the rounds on the 
authority of one who was present at 
the conference that when the rep’y of 
Johnson to the dispatch of President 
Wilson was being discussed, someone 
rem arked that as the president had 
sent a polite message it was up to 
Johnson to be eq ually polite in his re­ 
ply and not to come out fiatfooted with 
a declaration of state's rights. 
John­ 
son is said to have rem arked “To hell 
with Wilson,” and to have turned to 
his secretary and ordered him to file 
the dispatch, which was sent to W ash­ 
ington. 
There are several versions of the 
my sterious message sent by Colonel 
Roosevelt last week to Governor John­ 
son and which the governor has re­ 
fused to make public. 
One say s that 
it cautioned Johnson not to pass any 
alien land bills until the Panam a canal 
was fortified, as in case Japan resent­ 
ed this action she would be able to de­ 
stroy all the work that has been done 
at Panama. 
Another version, which comes from 
a very good source, is that Colonel 
Roosevelt approved of the passage of 
an alien land bill at this time, as it 
would compel congress to make lib­ 
eral appropriations for a strong navy 
which he declared this country needs 
now more than ever before. 
W hat­ 
ever may be the real wording of this 
message it will probably never be 
known, as Colonel Roosevelt has re-
